A strong repudiation of the 
series of kidnapings Saturday 
night by robed and hooded men 


came late yesterday from Hi- 
ram W. Evans, imperial wizard 
of the Ku Klux Klan, who de- 
clared they were part of a klan 
initiation and pledged they 
would not be repeated. 
Evans’ statement followed 
disclosure by police that inves- 


tigation had laid the downtown 
forays at the door of the Klan 
and that detectives considered the 
ease closed—a position in which 
Mayor William B. Hartsfield did 
not concur. 

It was insisted that the snatches, 
three of which were staged at 
Broad and Alabama streets, on 
Peachtree street near Cain street 
and on Whitehall street below 
Trinity avenue, were merely the 
“nicking up” of candidates for 
initiation “planted” at these lo- 
cations. 

Roughly Handled. 

Numerous witnesses had re- 
ported to newspapers and police, 
however, that the men were 
roughly handled. The one seized 
from Broad and Alabama streets 
was reportedly hurled into the 
rear of an automobile, his head 
being gashed as he struck the 
back of the front seat. In all, wit- 
nesses told of six kidnapings. 

Evans’ declaration, given after 
he had returned to Atlanta from 
Augusta, where The Constitution 
reached him by long-distance tel- 
ephone while the kidnapings were 
in progress, was as follows: 

“T have investigated the Klan 
incident of last Saturday night and 


find that it was part of a pean 


naturalization authorized by the | 
presiding officer of one of Fulton | 
county’s local Klans. 

“It is not normally a part of our 
naturalization ceremony and will 
not be repeated by any Klan any- 
where. The heads of the local 
Klan involved had no intention to 
disturb or frighten anyone. 

“Regret Occurrence.” 

The Klan has not and will not 
countenance any illegal activities 
on the part of any of its units or 
individual members. 

“We regret the occurrence of 
Saturday and pledge the people of 
Georgia that it will not be re- 
peated. 

“The Klan robes will not appear 
in public in Georgia again until 
the public appearance has been | 
duly authorized by the proper au- 
thorities in the Klan and is well 


known to the officers of the law | 
in the place in which they are| 


scheduled to appear.

Lapsing into unconsciousness at an 
altitude of 28,000 feet above Caddo 
lake, Second Lieutenant Troy

Roosevelt Rebuked by 
Big Vote Against Con- 
firmation of Virginian. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt was rebuked 
by the senate today when his nom- 
ination of Floyd H. Roberts to be 
a federal judge in Virginia was 
rejected overwhelmingly on the 
ground that he is “personally ob- 
noxious” to the state’s two anti- 
New Deal senators. 

At the same time, the senate ju- 
diciary committee reported favor- 
ably the nomination of former 
Governor James V. Allred to the 
federal bench in Texas, and for- 
mer Representative Thomas R. 
Amlie, Progressive, Wisconsin, was 
questioned closely by another sen- 
atorial group about his fitness to 
serve on the Interstate Commerce 
Commission te which he was nam- 
ed by the chief executive. 

The vote on Roberts was 72 to 
9. There was no debate. After 
the result had -been-.announced, 
colleagues hurried to Senators 
Carter Glass and Harry F. Byrd, 
of Virginia, to congratulate them.

“It should have been unani- 
mous,” Glass complained. 

The question of Roberts’ quali- 
fications to serve on the bench 
never was raised by Glass or 
Byrd. They invoked the rule of 
senatorial courtesy on the ground

LEGISLATORS STUDY 
“WERGER PROPOSAL 


Fulton Delegation Consid-. 
ers Measure Setting Up- 
. Charter Commission. 


Consideration of a proposed bill 
creating a “city-county” charter 
commission charged with drawing 
a single-unit government charter 
for Atlanta and' Fulton county for 


submission to voters was begun 
last night by the Fulton county 
delegation in the general assembly. 

Senator G. Everett Millican and 
Representatives Helen Douglas 
Mankin, Cicero Kendrick and Paul 
Etheridge Jr. were guests of J. P. 
Allen and the sponsors of the One- 
Government League at the Capital 
City Club. 

None of thé delegation ex- 
pressed a definite decision on the 
bill but all agreed to study it in 
an early meeting and later to con- 
fer with a subcommittee to be 
named by Allen. 

Charter Commission. 

The proposal calls for creation 
of a charter commission composed 
of 15 persons, who would be in- 
structed by the provisions of the 
bill to draw a new charter for the 
merged governments along speci- 
fied lines. 

It would provide a nine-mem- 
ber commission to operate the 
city-county government and an- 
other of similar number to super- 
vise the department of education. 
Each would employ an executive 
administrator. 

Residents of that part of At- 
lanta lying in DeKalb county 
would be allowed to vote whether 
they would come into the merged 
governments, withdraw entirely 
into DeKalb county, or contract 
for services from the unified gov- 
ernment, 

The new charter would institute 
a single-court system, abolishing 
the municipal, criminal and juve- 
nile courts, placing all divisions 
under the superior court. It 
would provide a budget law and 
pension and civil service systems, 
and would call for bonded indebt- 
edness to be paid off by the locali- 
ties contracting the debt. The gov- 
erning commissions would be em- 
powered to levy taxes. 

Bond Issue. 

It also would allow issuance of 
$1,600,000 in bonds with which to 
retire the present deficit of Ful- 
ton county. However, it would 
limit debt in the future to 10-per 
cent of the assessed valuations of 
taxable property. 

The charter drafted by the 15- 
man commission would be sub- 
mitted to the people. [If voted 
down, 10 per cent of the voters 
could petition the commission to 
draw another charter, to be placed 
on the next general election bal- 
lot by the ordinary. 

Allen and W. Eugene Harring- 
ton, chairman of the One Gov- 
ernment League, reported that 
8,000 persons signed the petitions 
requesting the legislature to al- 
low Atlantans and county resi- 
dents the opportunity of voting 
on the type of government they 
want. 

The proposed bill is a consti- 
tuMonal amendment, carrying in 
it an enabling act bill designed 
to put the proposal in effect if 
voted.

A plan for state administration of 
relief funds, in co-operation ‘with 
the federal government, was offer- 
ed in the house today as a perma- 
nent substitute for the WPA. — 

Representative Woodrum, Demo- 
crat, Virginia, a leader of the house 
economy bloc, proposed the change 
and suggested in a bill that con- 
gress appropriate only $1,120,000,- 
000 for relief for the year starting 
July 1. More than $2,100,000,000 
has been allocated for the current 
year... 

Woodrum suggested substitution 
of an unemployment relief admin- 
istration for the WPA and pro- 
posed that its project program be 
arranged so that states and sub- 
divisions could administer the 
work as soon as they proved capa- 
ble. He said the proposals were 
his own and did not necessarily 
represent the administration’s 
approach to the problem, 

The new agency would be given 
$1,000,000,000 for general relief, 
and the President would have the 
remainder to use at his discretion, 
especially in cases of emergency. 

Woodrum’: bill would reduce 
relief administration personnel 
from about 37,000 to 6,500 and 
would prohibit use of relief 
money on heavy construction proj- 
ects. 

“If you displace 35,000 admin- 
istrative personnel in the field, 
you'll make a place for 100,000 
persons on relief at security 
wages,” Woodrum told the house.

PERMANENT PWA 
URGED BY IGKES 


Need of ‘Economic Prepar- 
edness’ Stressed by Sec- 
retary in Broadcast. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—(UP) 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes to- 
night urged the establishment of a 
permanent federal public works 
organization as a means of pre- 
venting future economic depres- 
sions. 


In an address broadcast over a 
national network, Ickes called on 
the nation to realize the need for 


“economic preparedness” as well 
as military preparedness, and 
asked: 

“Isn’t it about time for us to 
consider establishing a mechanism 
to prevent economic wrecks in- 
stead of being content to gather 
up the pieces afterwards?” 

Describing American growth as 
an “off again, on again, home 
again, Finnigan’ sort of economic 
progress,” Ickes proposed a small 
permanent organization, in the na- 
ture of a general staff, with au- 
thority to accept and examine ap- 
plications for useful projects. 

“Such a staff could maintain a 
reservoir of desirable public 
works to be launched when con- 
gress said the word,” Ickes said. 
“The result would be when a 
downward economic trend threat- 
ened, the federal government could 
take quick, effective measures to 
halt the downward curve and 
bend it upward before economic 
harm were done.” 

Ickes pointed to the report of 
the special committee on unem- 
ployment and relief, headed by 
Senator James F. Byrnes, Demo- 
crat, South Carolina, as evidence 
that the need for a permanent 
public works program is being 
“borne in upon the American peo- 
ple.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—(7)— 
The appropriations committee sent 
the third money bill of the new 
congress to the house today and 
for the third time showed its sen- 
timent for economy by holding the 
total below the amount recom- 
mended by the President and the 
Budget Bureau. 

The $1,898,512,769 recommended 
by the committee for operations 
of the government’s “independent 


agencies” in the year beginning 
July 1 was $1,580,670 less than 
the sum suggested by the admin- 
istration. 

Nevertheless, it was $298,000,- 
000 more than was appropriated 
for the agencies for the current 
fiscal year. 

The Tennessee Valley Authority 
took $1,000,009 of the cut and the 
Social Security Board $500,000. 

Appropriations committeemen 
said the measure provided little 
opportunity to effect real economy 
because such items as the $561,- 
093,000 proposed for the veterans’ 
administration and $350,000,000 
for social security—the largest in 
the bill—were in the nature of 
fixed annual expenses. 

Earlier in the session the com- 
mittee, with the house subsequent- 
ly backing it up, had trimmed 
$150,000,000 from the amount 
President Roosevelt requested for 
relief and more than $3,000,000 
from the total recommended for 
5: first deficiency appropriation 

The increase over. the amount 
for the present fiscal year result- 
ed from inclusion of a new con- 
struction fund of $100,000,000 for 
the Maritime Commission and an 
authorization for the commission 
to enter into building contracts 
aggregating $230,000,000. 

The measure also carried, for 
the first time, an appropriation of 
$21,218,000 for the new aeronau- 
tics authority. 

Among the larger items in the 
bill were $295,000,000 for the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, 
$123,404,000 for the Railroad Re- 
tirement Board, $91,404,000 for 
the Civil Service Commission and 
$42,790,000 for the Rural Electri- 
fication Administration.

Herbert Hoover has borrowed the Demo- 
cratic donkey and gone tilting with verbal 


lances at a paper windmill. Which is to say he 
has boxed himself onto the stage again with a 
phantasmagoria with which he would have the 
United States “make a contribution of tran- 
scendent service in holding aloft the banner of 
moral relationships.” 

He brings to the discussion of international 
problems the same viewpoint which encased 
him in mental concrete while president of the 
United States in a period when moral relation- 
ships could not appease men who ate breakfast, 
lunch and supper by drawing up another notch 
in their belt. He gallops madly back to Daniel 
Webster’s abortive replies to Haynes in the 


- slavery debates of pre-Civil War days to borrow 


a basis for discussion of the “practical applica- 
tion” of the principles which, he said, President 
Roosevelt has adopted. He hides behind rhet- 
oric propounded in opposition to sanctions or 
coercion used in an effort to maintain peace. 
His arguments—which are not his own—are 
valid enough in a discussion of penalties im- 
posed for acts of aggression, after the aggres~- 
sion has taken place, but he has failed to take 
into account the realities of the situation as it 


exists today. 

For that matter, it may be said neither 
school of thought has today properly examined 
the full implications of the path onto which we, 
as a nation, are being forced. 

Rather than taken, as Mr. Hoover would sug- 
gest, as a short cut to war, this path follows 
traditional lines of American thought if not 
American policy, and even this is a moot ques- 
tion. When the former president declares the 
people of this country will be divided in this 
course by the “emotions of our racial origins,” 
he fails to encompass in his analysis a factor 
which is greater than racial origins .. . that 
of the reasons for this division, the flights of 
peoples from the military quibbling, the perse- 
cutions, the hungers and the fears of Europe. 
The choice is one of their extension to this con- 
tinent, or their balancing and their quarantine 
across the Atlantic. 

It is, of course, true that the weight of the 
United States is being thrown to the British 
and the French in much the same manner as 
in the 1915-1916 period of the World War. 


In 1917 the United States entered the World 
War in the cause of the Allies without any spe- 
cifie guarantees. President Wilson was then 
confronted, after hostilities had ended, with a 
betrayal by conflicting interests and secret 
agreements which ran counter to promises 
made by the United States to the central pow- 
ers and to its own people, and accepted by the 
silence of French and British statesmen. To 
this betrayal can be traced the troubles in 
which Europe now finds itself, yet, in itself, it 
cannot bar American aid to the democracies. 


However, if the United States is to add pow- 
er to the policies of the Anglo-French entente, 
it is not only expedient but imperative that def- 
inite commitments which will prevent a repe- 
tition of 1919 and subsequent years precede any 
assistance either by supplies or moral weight. 
If the people of this country add this power to 
that of the European democracies, they also 


' have the right to assert that this power is given 


only for its use as a force for good; that is to 
say, that it will not be diverted to a mere main- 
tenance of the mistakes of Versailles, either 
prior to or following a war which quite possibly 
is near. 

Mr. Roosevelt is attempting, and many be- 
lieve rightly, to aid the democracies against the 
threat of aggressor nations. That these nations 
exist, not even Mr. Hoover can deny. Their very 
existence, then, renders it necessary that free 
peoples reject their philosophy with all the 
power at their command. If this country were 
to act as Mr. Hoover would have it act, it would 
be denying the principles upon-which it was 
founded. 

The difference between 1917 and 1939 must 
be the basis upon which that assistance is 
given. England and France, this time, must be 


_ made to heed the lesson of the last 20 years.

whether this comes before or after war. It must 
come if democracy and freedom are to live. 


TRANSATLANTIC AIR SERVICE 

That often discussed and long-deferred pas- 
senger air service between the United States 
and Great Britain now seems definitely as- 
sured, possibly within a month or two. The 
agreement between the two governments in 
1935, whereby no American service would be 
permitted to operate until the British were 
ready, has been waived by the latter, thus re- 
moving the final obstacle. The British line, it 
is understood, will not be ready to start regular 
flights until midsummer. 

Modification of the previous agreement in 
the interest of the common good was not sur- 
prising, since the relations between the two na- 
tions have never been more amicable. Year 
‘round operation of an American line was large- 
ly dependent upon the friendly co-operation of 
the British, for the reason the short route be- 
tween the proposed terminal points—New York 
and Southampton—is via Newfoundland. - 


Rumors that the American government has 
been negotiating with the French regarding a 
southern route, via the Azores, to prod the 
British into action, not. necessarily have been 
borne out by the facts. Although the southern 
route wil] at times probably prove essential for 
safe winter flying, the northern route is far 
preferable, being safer in summer and much 
shorter. It-also follows the established lane 
of water transportation. 

The detailed route for the British Imperial 
lines has been announced as Southampton, Eng- 
land, to Shannon, Ireland, to Botwood, N. F., to 
Montreal, Canada, to New York city. Accord- 
ing to the agreement, however, Américan planes 
are not required to follow the same line of 
travel. It is understood they will skip Mon- 
treal, on this side of the Atlantic, making the 
hop to Botwood, thence directly to Southamp- 
ton, without touching at Shannon, in Ireland. 

Although only one round trip per week is 
contemplated at first, the service will be in- 
creased as the operating problems are worked 
out. Thus, as modern facilities are put into 
operation, the physical barriers between the 
countries of the world are being overcome. 
Would that the friendship of nations was also 
growing closer—instead of more distant—with 
the lessening of the physical span. 


COFFEE AND DIPLOMACY 

To most Americans there are few satisfac- 
tions deeper than the pleasant aroma of brew- 
ing coffee. Similarly, tea tweaks an English 
nostril. Coffee, in the United States, is so all- 
important the army has given special attention 
to insuring an adequate supply for troops in 
the event of war. It terms it a morale-main- 
tainer. 

Restaurants boast of their coffee-making 
abilities, and others are often graded by the 
quality of their supply of the bean that is 
brewed. Marriages are cemented or dissolved 
by the bride’s handling of the percolator. The 
art has replaced bread-making in importance. 

But, beyond this, coffee is significant as 
one of the greatest implements of the “good 
neighbor” policy of the government. That 
thought comes from G. W. Sharpe, president of 
the Associated Coffee Industries of America, 
who is, naturally, interested in coffee sales pri- 
marily and the “good neighbor” policy afters 
ward. It is startling to consider that-an ac- 
cepted, every-day item on grocery lists should 
mean so much to an international friendship. 
Coffee is to the Brazilian economy much as cot- 
ton is to the south’s economy. The more coffee 
an American consumes, the better off the State 
Department feels. Things being as they are, it 
will not be surprising to find Secretary Hull 
beseeching Americans to drink an extra cup of 
coffee daily for the good of the nation and the 
dear old State Department. 

It’s a warming thought for frosty mornings 
to discover that your second cup of coffee is 
doing more for our friendship with Brazil than 
all the Pan American conferences can do! —

FAVORING THE UNDER DOG 
(From The New York Herald Tribune) 

The basic justification of the right of em- 
ployes to bargain collectively with their employers 
has always been that only thus could the two sides 
negotiate on a par. But with the growth of great 
organizations of labor the scales have been tipped 
the other way. Big business may still face the 
union or unions of its workers on an equal foot- 
ing, but the small employer does so under a de- 
cided handicap. He now is the under dog, the 
puny individual in the industrial scene subject 
to the dictation of a Moloch. 

His situation has found recognition from Vice 
Chancellor Maja Leon Berry in Newark, who has 
ruled that the proprietor of a diner employing 
three men should be free “to choose employes 
from the open labor market, union or non-union.” 
Vice Chancellor Berry has continued an injunc- 
tion forbidding the Cooks and Assistants Union, 
Local 399, an A. F. of L. affiliate, from picketing 
the diner on the ground that “in such case the 
inequality of bargaining power from which was 
evolved the principle of collective bargaining is 
completely reversed and the employer is com- 
pletely at the mercy of the union; he must submit 
or be crushed.” 

We cannot withhold our sympathy with this 
reasoning. On the other hand, we are unable 
to see how the law can countenance a discrimi- 
nation of the kind. Judge Berry contends that 
“strike activities of organized labor which might 
be entirely lawful against ‘big business’ .. . may 
be unlawful when directed against the small busi- 
ness man employing few men.” Yet he admits 
that “no definite line of demarcation between big 
business and small] business can be drawn. and the 
number of employes may not always be con- 
trolling.” He merely insists that “each case is a 
law unto itself” and that “oppression, ‘whether of 
employer or employes, is condemnéd.” 

The leeway for judicial fiat which this suggests 
is, we think, more dangerous than the alterna- 
tive—an impartial enforcement of the law regard- 
less of the size of the business involved,

But the Best Bull Is Boss 
in the Wilds

If the universe and its laws were created and planned by a 
Supreme Being, the plan of nature is the plan of God. It follows, 
then, that democracy is God’s plan, for it is the plan of nature. 

_ No creature of the plains or forests is held in subjection by a 
king or tyrant. All are free, each in his natural environment, and 
— eo in his natural desires in proportion to his industry and 
ability. 

It is true that meat-eaters live on other creatures, as man does, 
but they devour relatively few and these usually the weakest, thus 
unwittingly improving the species by sacrificing the least fit of its 
individuals. It may seem a heartless system, by human standards, 
but each creature is master of its own destiny, free to go and come 
at will, and no artificial rule or restriction prevents the strong of 
each species from taking the reward they are able to earn. 

That is democracy. Critics have said that democracy is the rule 
of the weak over the strong, and so it has seemed for brief intervals; 
but such a rule is contrary to nature and cannot long survive where 
men are free. 

Only the arbitrary and artificial system of monarchy or autoc- 
racy enables the weak or unfit to rule. Many weaklings have sat 
on thrones, solely because they were sired by kings; and complete 
imbeciles, for the same reason, have been permittd to rule and abuse 
and butcher their betters. Tyrants have won power by force of 
arms, and kept it by killing or jailing those who objected, though 
ignorant and unfit to rule by every standard used to measure men. 
But the stupid and the weak and grossly unfit cannot dominate their 
betters in a democracy.

CIO-HAGUE BATTLE 


GOES TO HGH COURT 


Tribunal Suspends Injunc- 
tion Issued Against Jersey 
City Officials. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—()— 
The supreme court will review the 
long fight between Mayor Frank 
Hague and the CIO over the lat- 
ter’s attempt to hald public meet- 
ings in Jersey City. 

The high tribunal agreed today 
to take jurisdiction and ordered 
that an injunction issued against 
Hague and other Jersey City offi- 
cials by the federal circuit court 
at Philadelphia be _ inoperative 
pending a final decision. Argu- 
ments were set for February 27. 

Hague appealed from the injunc- 
tion, which was granted to the 
Committee for Industrial Organi- 
zation (now the Congress of Indus- 
trial Organizations) and the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union. 

The latter organizations joined 
in asking the supreme court to 
hear the appeal. They pleaded that 
“the issues involved are of para- 
mount national importance.”

Lumber Industry, FHA Make Plans 


Distinctive, Modern Houses Now Can Be Built for $2,000 
to $2,500—and You Can Pay for Them 
Over 25 Years. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—(4)— 
The lumber industry announced 
today it had prepared plans for 
homes which could be made avail- 
able to buyers at a cost of 50 cents 
to $1 a day. 

Lumber manufacturer and lum- 
ber dealer associations, co-operat- 
ing to expand construction, said 
they had developed two _ basic 
house designs with a dozen archi- 
tectural variations which could be 
built for from $2,000 to $2,500. 
These figures include the con- 
struction costs, both material and 
labor, and allow 15 per cent profit 
for the contractor. 

Congress heard meanwhile that 
an upswing in private residential 
construction had complicated the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation’s 
task of disposing of repossessed 
homes. 

Chairman Fahey said the HOLC, 
in striving to sell homes it has 
taken over, was meeting competi- 
tion from newer and more modern 
homes. 

The Lumber Dealers’ Associa- 


tion’s spokesmen said that their 
plan for financing the low cost 
homes had been worked out in 
close association with the Federal 
Housing Administration, and that 
their homes could be paid for un- 
der the plans established by FHA. 

These fall under two heads: 
One of them permits the FHA to 
insure a mortgage where no down 
payment is ‘made but where the 
purchaser owns the land and the 
loan is no more than $2,500. The 
other plan insures the mortgage 
up to 90 per cent of the appraised 
value of the house, provided the 
house doesn’t cost more than $6,- 
000 and the mortgage is retired 
within 25 years. 1 

The FHA sets minimum stand- 
ards for houses it will insure, and 
the lumber association claims that 
its homes are distinctive in [Ahat 
they are not costly and meet FHA 
requirements. 

The purchaser of these homes 
may finance them through pri- 
vate companies of they wish, the 
association said, adding that many 
companies have adopted plans 
similar to those of the FHA. 


U.S. COUNSEL AIDS 
ALIENS, DIES SAYS 


“Texan Charges Perkins’ Law- 


yers Are Helping Those 
Facing Deportation. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—(P)— 
Representative Dies, Democrat, 
Texas, told the supreme court to- 
day that Justice and Labor De- 
partment lawyers were attempting 
in the Strecker case to get a judg- 
ment protecting “other aliens 
against whom deportation proceed- 
ings are now pending.” 

The chairman of the house 
committee on un-American activi- 
ties filed a brief as a “friend of 
the court” in connection with oral 
arguments late this week on the 
validity of a deportation order 
against Austrian-born Joseph G. 
Strecker, of Hot Springs, Ark., an 
admitted former member of the 
Communist party. 

Dies has demanded that Secre- 
tary of Labor Perkins press de- 
portation proceedings against Har- 
ry Bridges, west coast CIO lead- 
er, on the grounds he is a Com- 
munist. Miss Perkins has said she 
was awaiting a supreme court rul- 
ing on the Strecker case before 
taking any further action against 
Bridges. 

After contending that govern- 
ment attorneys have gone “outside 
the record” to raise the constitu- 
tional rights of freedom of speech 
and of assembly in the Strecker 
case, Dies said: 

“Although counsel for the gov- 
ernment owe a duty to enforce the 
laws of the United States, they 
have chosen rather to suggest to 
this court rights which the alien 
does not urge.” 

The government’s case was pre- 
sented in a brief filed last month 
by Solicitor General Jackson and 
Gerard D. Reilly, Labor Depart- 
ment solicitor.

GORMAN OUSTER 


Lucy Mason, Representative 
of CIO Affiliate, Explains 
‘Misunderstanding.’ 


A statement defending the 
ouster of Francis Gorman as head 
of the United Textile Workers was 
issued yesterday by Lucy Ran- 
dolph Mason, public relations rep- 
resentative of the Textile Workers 
Organizing Committee, a CIO af- 
filiate. 

Declaring that Gorman’s “deser- 
tion” of the TWOC had caused 
“much misunderstanding,” Miss 
Mason said: 

‘The United Textile Workers at 
its 1934 convention voted unani- 
mously to support industriai 
unionism. Consequently its offi- 
cers were among the first to join 
forces with the group within the 
AFL forming the Committee for 
Industrial Organization. In 1936 
the UTW convention affirmed the 
action of its executive council in 
affiliating with the CIO. The AFL 
expelled the UTW and other CIO 
unions in 1938. 

Voted for TWOC. 

“In March, 1937, the UTW exec- 
utive council, which has broad 
powers under the: constitution, 
voted unanimously for the creation 
of a Textile Workers Organizing 
Committee for the textile, hosiery 
and garment industries. Mr. Gor- 
man signed this agreement as the 
union’s president. 

“The UTW ed over to the 
TWOC $8,000, several financial! 
liabilities and the shell of a union 
among textile workers. Since then 
CIO unions have contributed near- 
ly $2,000,000 to the campaign and 


brought under contract, while an- 
other 150,000 union members await 
the consummation of agreements, 
and yet more thousands have sign- 
ed membership cards. 

Less Influential. 
“Gorman gradually became less 
influential with his TWOC asso- 
ciates and its able labor statesman 
leader, Sidney Hillman. In Decem- 
ber he announced that he would 
take the union back into the AFL 
—completely ignoring convention 
action affilating the UTW with the 
ClO. He found his excuse in a de- 
cision of a lower court in Rhode 
Island which held that a TWOC 
local could not recover treasury 
funds from the AFL because the 
UTW did not have'a convention 
to ratify the TWOC agreement. 
This decision affected only TWOC 
locals. in Rhode Island, and the 
court expressly stated that its de- 
cision did not affect the legality of 
contracts between TWOC and em- 
ployers. 

“By unanimo.s vote of the 15 
members present, the executive 
council of the UTW then ousted 
Gorman on charges of violating the 
constitution and supporting a dual 
union, appointing George Baldanzi 
his successor until a convention is 
held. 

“Mr. Gorman has found ready 
response from AFL leaders to his 
request for the setting up of a 
rival union to organize textile 
workers. But these workers have 
experienced the AFL’s historic in- 
difference to their welfare and 
know that TWOC has given them 
their first real chance to organize.

The Agriculture Department to- 
day reduced the rate of penalty 
on growers of principal types of 
tobacco who exceed their acreage 
allotments under the 1939 pro- 


gram. 

The department announced the 
rate on excess acreage u~ to 10 
per cent of allotments would be 
2 instead of 8 cents a pound. - The 
8-cent rate will continue to apply 
to overplanting in excess of 10 
per cent. 

The reduction will apply to flue. 
cured, burley, fire-cured, dark air 
cured and cigar filler and binder 
tobaccos. The 8-cent rate wil! be 
continued for Georgia-Florida 
type 62 tobacco. 

Penalties are deducted from 
benefit payments growers receive 
for tobacco produced on allotted 
acreage. 

J. B. Hutson, assistant adminis- 
trator, said the reduction was in 
keeping with the recommendations 
of tobacco farmers. 

“While the change will permit 
somewhat larger plantings of to- 
bacco by farmers with a smaller 
loss of payments under the pro- 
gram, it affords more flexiLiuity 
which farmers have felt to be de- 
sirable,” Hutson said. 

“Farmers who desire to take 
part in the agricultural conserva- 
tion program should be careful 
not to overplant their allotments. 
Plantings in excess of the allot- 
ment by more than 10 per cent 
would mean a loss of payment 
equal to $64 for each acre of ex- 
cess where the yield is 800 pounds 
per acre.”

The two autonomous states would 
then be associated with other Arab 
states represented at the confer- 
ence in an Arab federation. 

Some British officials believed 
such a scheme would minimize 
Jewish immigration into Palestine 
and removing Arab fears of Jew- 
ish. political domination. Jews say 
the present limitation on immigra- 
tion should be abolished while 
Arabs insist Jewish ‘immigration 
should be _ stopped. 

Reply to Chamberlain.

CHAMBERLAIN PLEDGES 
WAR AID TO FRANCE 

LONDON, Feb. 6.—(#)—Prime 
Minister Chamberlain pledged be- 
fore a cheering house of commons 
today that any threat to “the vital 
interests” of France would find 
Britain solidly behind her World 
War ally. 

His statement came on a day of 
swiftly moving Spanish develop- 
ments in which Spanish Insurgent 
authorities were reported reliably 
to have informed the British gov- 
ernment their peace terms were 
“unconditional surrender” of the 
Spanish government. 

The pledge of aid to France 
pene made just one day after pub- 
lication in Rome of indications 
that Premier Mussolini intended 
to keep his Italian troops in 
Spain after the end of the civil 
war, despite the promise to take 
them out at that time, if not 
earlier. 

In what seemed a plain warning 
to Italy that she could not press 
her colonial claims against France 
to the point of war without bring- 
ing all the forces of Britain to 
France’s aid, Chamberlain said in 
reply to a question which was 
based on a statement by French 
Foreign Minister Georges Bonnet: 

“According to my information, 
Bonnet’s statement in the (French) 
chamber of deputies of January 
26 was that in case of a war in 


is such that any threat to the vital 
interests of France, from what- 
ever quarter it came, must evoke 
the immediate co-operation of this 
country.” 

The prime minister’s statement 
apparently envisaged a large Brit- 
ish expeditionary force being sent 
to the continent as in the World 
War, in addition to air and naval 
assistance.

The Spanish government’s whipped 
Catalonian army poured

Franco’s armies were occupying 
Catalonia, northeastern Spain, as 
fast as their motorized equipment 
could carry their advance guards. 

The Catalonian conquest rolled 
to the French border at one point 
tonight, southeast of Puigcerda, 
some 60 miles inland from the 
Mediterranean. 

One advanced column, proudly 
flying the red and gold banners 
of Insurgent Spain from tanks and 
armored cars, mounted a ridge of 
the Tosas mountains at dusk. 

From their vantage point these 
Insurgents could see French troops 
patrolling mountain trails on the 
French side of the border. The 
Insurgents paused only a few min- 
utes to cheer in victory before 
pressing on toward the Puigcerda 
gateway into France. 

Through mountain passes from 
Bourge-Madame, opposite Puig- 
cerda, to Cerbere, French border 
town on -the Mediterranean, col- 
umns of soldiers and refugees, 12 
miles long in some places, retreat- 
ed into France, taxing relief funds 
and food supplies. 

The remnants of an army of 
more than a qudrter million men 
which had fought Franco to a 
standstill in the Ebro river val- 
ley last summer laid down their 
arms as they crossed the Pyrenees 
boundary. 

Most of the soldiers were weary 
from the month and a half of 
pounding by Insurgent guns and 
bombs. and disheartened by the 
January 26 fall of Barcelona, gov- 
ernment capital and Spain’s great- 
est city.

smaller territories to cover.) . 

George M. Field, field repre- 
sentative at Chicago, will be trans- 
ferred to New Orleans to supervise 
a district composed of Louisiana, 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Texas and 
Oklahoma. 

Malcolm J. Miller, former head 
of Region Three, will be shifted 
to Atlanta to take over the other 
district, which includes North and 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida. 
Alabama, Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky. 

Fred M. Baker, Miller’s assist- 
ant in New Orleans, will go to At- 
lanta with him. Charles Braun, 
Field’s assistant in Chicago, will 
be transferred to New Orleans. 

The division, it was said, was 
made in the “interests of efficien- 
cy’—and presumably was decided 
upon at a conference of WPA ad- 
ministrators in Chicago. Region 
Three was one of the largest in 
the nation.

TO STATE BUREAU! 


Legion Post Charges Reli- 
gious Persecution in Dis- 
charge of Conyers. 


A resolution of the Roy Head 
Post No. 6, American Legion, at 
Cleveland, Ga:, was read to the 
house yesterday, charging that J. 
B. Conyers, former commander of 
the post, was discharged as man- 
ager of the state employment of- 
fice at Augusta “because of his re- 
ligious faith and practice.” 

The resolution asserted the 
“ominous and repulsive spectre of 
religious intolerance has reared its 
ugly head in departments of the 
state government” in Georgia, and 
urged the legislature to take ac- 
tion to prevent such actions in the 
future. 

The Legion post said Conyers 
was discharged by Marion O’Con- 
nor, director of the empidyment 
service. 

O’Connor could not be reached 
for comment, but officials of 
the State Employment Bureau in 
Atlanta said Conyers left the 
service rather than work on Sat- 
urdays in conflict with his reli- 
gious beliefs. The department said 
it was necessary that the Augusta 
manager be on duty six days a 
week, including Saturday, and 
that Conyers had been given the 
alternative of complying or relin- 
quishing his position.

RADIO STATION WLW 
LOSES SUPERPOWER 


FCC Refuses Permission To 
Continue Experimentation 
Under 500,000 Watts. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—(UP) 
Superpower broadcasting in the 
United States was dealt a stun- 
ning blow today when the Federal 
Communications Commission 
unanimously denied radio station 
WLW, Cincinnati, permission to 
continue radiocasting with 500,000 
watts power. 

The _ station, only one in the 
country using more than 50,000 
watts, had been broadcasting on 
superpower for. nearly five years 
under special experimental au- 
thorization. In defying: further 
extension of the authorization, the 
FCC held that the station had fail- 
ed to prove that the high power 
is necessary for experimentation 
“which will offer promise of sub- 
stantial contribution to the radio 
art.” 

WLW conducted experiments to 
determine effect of directional an- 
tenna and sunspots, and methods 
of overcoming “shadow” areas.

The house economy committee 
voted yesterday to recommend a 
change in the system of accepting 
patients at the Gracewood Insti- 
tution for Mental Defectives to 
end “discrimination against small- 
er counties.” 

The recommendation followed a 
hearing with Dr. Edward Schwall, 
head of the institution, on a house 
resolution asking inquiry. Grace- 
wood, state-operated, is situated 
near Augusta. 

The committee urged “that all 
new admissions be excluded from 
those counties that Rave’ filled or 
exceeded their quota of cases in 
the institution figured on a popu- 
lation basis until those counties 
that have no patieints in the insti- 
tution and patients on the waiting 
list have been taken care of on a 
population basis... .”
